AT ONE extreme are such 
things as railroads, buses, air­ 
planes. They are "common car­ 
riers." legally, they owe the 
public "utmost care."

But at the other extreme are 
such high risk sports a* auto 
racing, parachute Jumping, or 
water skiing. Participants and 
even spectators go in for them 
with their eyes open. They as­ 
sume great risks and have no 
claim for damages If they 
don't look out for themselves

Often thoee who do the harm 
owe their victim nothing le­ 
gally a badly aliced golf ball, 
or a car roaring out of control, 
for example, may be nobody's 
fault. They are just one of the 
sport's Inherent dangers which 
you must look for at times and
do what you 
against them.

BUT THE participants do as­ 
sume som* risks. A person 
enrolled in a ski class, for ex­ 
ample may well have a right 
to some legal protection, at 
least more than a skier on his 
own. For   novice may have 
the right to look to his Instruc­ 
tor for protection. As a rule, a 
spectator also has a right to 
rely on the grandstand which 
the promoters can control to 
be safe enough.
